American sovereignty over Moros shall 
fle recognized, and there shall be no per- 
secution against rebellion.

>e suppressed; the American courts 
shall have jurisdiction except between 
the Moros; the Americans shall protect 
(he Moros against foreign imposition, 
and the Sultan's subsidy from Spain 
shall be continued.

Rennes, A\ig. 24.- When the court- 
martial opened at the Lycee here at 0:40 
a.m. to-day, Col. Jouauste ordered that 
the evidence given hy M. Perot, a friend 
of the late Col. Sandhcrr,. chief of the 
intelligence department, be road by the 
clerk of the court. It was to the effect 
that Col. Sundherr said that the Dreyfus 
family offered 150,000 francs on condi- • 
tion that he would clear Dreyfus. 

Maitrc Dcmunge, for the defence, dis- 
posed of this allegation by reading the- 
aetuul note on the subject written by 
Sundherr, thereby proving the Colonel's 
remnrks had been distorted, Drcyfus's 
brother only having said: " We are con- 
vinced of the innocence of our brother, 
and will spend our entire fortune to dis- 
cover the truth." 

The testimony of the first witness of 
the day, that of luuolle, a former official 
Of the government, was also in favor of 
Dreyfus, as it was in direct contradic- 
tion to what M. Dubreuil deposed yes- 
terday regarding the alleged intimacy of 
Dreyfus and a German attache at the 
house of SI. Bodson, a mutual frieud. 

The president, of the court then called 
Col. Miwirel, who was president of the 
Dreyfus court-martial in 1894. The 
Colonel was attired in a blnck frock coat 
and wore the ribbon of the Legion of 
Honor in his button-hole. He appeared 
ill at ense us M. Dabori lashed. him with 
pointed questions, and hesitated or an- 
swered in a short, choppy manner. 
Counsel drew from the Colonel a con- 
fession that the secret dossier was com- 
municated to the judges of the court- 
martial in 1894 by Col. Da Paty de 
Clam. This avowal produced, a sensa- 
tion in court. 

M. Labori put a series of searching 
questions to Gen. Mercier, with refer- 
ence to. the- communication of the secret 
dossier for the court-martial nud his 
altitude in 1894, and an interesting scene 
ensued. The General refused to reply 
to all the questions,. and there were sharp 
passages at arms between the counsel 
and Col. Jouauste, w-Ho upheld Gen. 
Mercier, while the dialogue between the 
General and M. Lnbori became acrimoni- 
ous. Counsel became very heated and 
shoiVcd it in voice and gusture. Gen. 
Mercier, however, troubled as his mind 
might be, seldom departed from the 
callous demeanor characteristic of him. 

The lawyer made a strong point on the 
part Esterhazy played. Mercier said he 
dill not know Esterhazy, and had only 
seen him. once, at the Zola trial. " That 
is very interesting," exclaimed Labori, 
" but surely Gen. Mercier was present 
at Uie Esterhazy trial." 

The General replied he was not there, 
and knew nothing about the evidence in ♦ 
the Esterhazy prosecution. 

"•What;" cried Labori,, " Gen. Mercier, 
who was the chief accuser of Dreyfus, 
did not follow the proceedings in the 
Esterhazy trial?" 

A loud murmur of surprise and indig- 
nation came from the audience, but Col. 
Jouauste immediately suppressed it. 

Counsel then brought Mercier to his 
assertion that o5,00(),000 francs were 
spent by the defenders of Dreyfus, and 
asked the General to say how he knew 
this, who spent it, and other awkward 
questions, which the General was unable 
to answer. 

The question as to how the bordereau 
arrived at the offices of the general staff, 
its date, etc., 'was then, introduced, 
which led to a strange scene for a court 
of law. 

Gen. Itoget, mounting the platform 
to give explanation, was followed by 
Gen. De B'oisdeffre, M. G'ribelin, Major 
Lauth and other military witnesses, all 
holding up their hands to signify that 
they desired to speak, while- at the same' 
time Labori was firing questions; The- 
result was a perfect babel, until the- 
president of the court could stand it no. 
longer, and when the government com- 
missary, Major Carriore, also interpo- 
lated a few remarks, Col. Jouauste 
turned to him and asked him to be quiet, 
remarking that the- judges could not. 
hear half a dozen 'persons at the same 
rime.

IiOiutuu, Aug. '25. — The Capetown cor- 
respondent of tin? Daily Mail says: 

Despite the virtual blockade of war 
material in Delagoa bay, tho Cape gov- 
ernment is sending enormous consign- 
ments of munitions of war to Bloetufon- 
tcin, During the present month over 
i!,000,00f> cartridges Uavo been sent, 
and 500 rifles were despatched last night 
from 1'ort Elizabeth to Bloenifontein. 
Jn addition to this the Cape ministry, 
while ab.-.olutely declining to arm the 
volunteers of the colony, continues to af- 
ford other facilities to the Orange Free 
State to arm its burghers just across 
tin? water, freely graining the use of the 
colonial railways for tho distribution of 
cartridges from the Bloenifontein ar- 
senals to the border towns. The patience 
• f the people is becoming exhausted, and 
unless the Imperial government acts 
quickly and decidedly, the grayest dam- 
age may ensue to British prestige. 

Capetown, Aug. 24. — The Delagoa bay 
incident, coupled with the recent transit 
•f a large amount of ammunition, has 
directed the attention of British officials 
t» the immense accumulation of muni- 
tions of war entering the South Arican 
ttenublic, especially as the Transvaal 
Uitlandors are being debarred from 
currying arms. The supply of weapons, 
as shown in Lorenzo Martinez (Delagoa 
bay) returns for three years, is greatly 
in excess of the burghers' requirements, 
and consequently there is a growing feel- 
ing among the British community in 
South Africa that no settlement of the 
existing crisis will ensure lasting peace 
unless it includes a provision for the re- 
duction of armaments. 

Johannesburg, Aug. 24.— At a meeting 
■ere of 200 Germans a committee was 
appointed to express lo the government 
the willingness of Germans to volunteer 
for service in case of war, but requested 
that they be enlisted in a separate corps, 
•n account of the hardships endured by 
Germans in the ilngato campaign. 

Southampton, England, Aug. 24. — Tho 
British steamer Arundel Castle sailed 
from this port to-day with thirty officers 
anil men of various regiments, bound 
for Capetown. 

Gibraltar. Aug. 24.— The Manchester 
regiment, numbering 1,000 men lias 
Bailed for Capetown. 

Durban, Natal, Aug. 24.— Men be- 
longing to the British first-class reserve 
residing here have been ordered .to hold 
themselves in readiness to rejoin their 
regiment*. 

London, Aug. 24.— The Marquis of 
Salisbury spent the afternoon and even- 
ing with Queen Victoria.

FAMINE AND SMALLPOX. 

JS« Distress Britishers in East Africa 
That Relief Is Otlled For. 

Motnbassn, Easl Coast of Africa, Aug. 
21.— The ravages caused here by famine 
and «mnllpox have become so appalling 
that it has been decided to appeal to the 
Lord Mayor of London to open a Man- 
sion House fund for the relief of the 
Stricken British subjects in East Africa.

VANCOUVER AND VICINITY, 

Ten Days Dead Before Discovery — 
Rerclsfoke Swift's Sentence- 
Telegraph Extension, 

Vancouver, Aug. 24.— A woman named 
Annie Nelson, alias Annie Trievthick, 
was to-day found dead in her room, 
and evidence points to the fact that 
about 10 days ago she suicided with 
carbolic acid. She came here from Cred- 
it, in Exeter county, Ontario, in 1884, or 
thereabouts. She was the daughter of 
a farmer. Failing lo secure employment 
here, she went astray, and has lived 
by herself in apart meats in the business 
portion of the city. 

I). G. Cathcnrt, the Itevelstoke gro- 
cery clerk, has been sentenced to the 
Westminster jail for 15 months, on five 
charges of obtaining goods by false pre- 
tences. The original charges were utter- 
ing forgeries, but these were withdrawn. 
He got 3 months on each charge. He 
failed to secure counsel, and pleaded 
guilty to the charges. Among the bills 
incurred by Cathcart was $30 for back 
hi iv, and another large sum for jew- 
elry.

AQUATICS AT. ASTORIA. 

Vancouver Fours Declined to Take 
Risk of Swamping— The Double's 
Accident. 

An Astoria despatch, dated August 22. 
to the Portland Oregonian, says: 

"Tho double scull race, between Hart 
and Scott, of the Portland Rowing 
Club, and Alexander and Thompson, of 
the Vancouver crew, was spoiled by an 
unfortunate accident to the Vancouver 
boat. The race promised to be an ex- 
citing one, but at the turn Alexander 
broke his oar-loek. nnd Vancouver was 
out nf it. Portland kept right on, and 
finished strong, a half-mile ahead of her 
unfortunate competitors. Her time was 
13:37. 

"In the afternoon Dr. Rhiel was on 
hand with his wonderful life-saving kites 
and necessary apparatus, but owing to 
the unfavorable conditions he put off ex- 
hibiting il until to-morrow. An effort was 
then made to pull off the four-oared race. 
The Vancouver. Portland and Alameda 
crews got out (heir shells and rowed up 
the course. Then the weather became 
squally, ami the water very choppy. The 
Vancouver crew decided not to risk los- 
ing or breaking their shell, and turned 
back, but the other two decided to row 
it out. The course was the three-quarter- 
mile straightaway, finishing at the grand 
stnnil. The crews got away fairly well, 
and Portland at once sprung into the 
lend. Before they had covered a qunrter 
of a mile the Alameda crew was seen 
to he in distress, and a few minutes later 
they sank. The Ida Hazel put out to the 
rescue, nnd the crew was taken on 
board. The shell was uninjured, hut full 
of water, nnd was towed back by the 
launch. The Portlands finished, hut no 
time was taken. As the Portland crew 
leaves to-night, the four-oared race will 
not bo rowed here. The Vancouver crew 
is going to Portland, however, and will 
row against Portland the last of this 
week."

which it was affirmed existed prior to 
1804, and yet was not produced at the 
first court-martial of the prisoner. The 
Geueral confessed he did not know of 
its existence, and the same statement 
was elicited from Gen. Gouz, who de- 
clared Col. Sandherr was responsible for 
its non-production. These replies were 
tantamount to a confession that Col. 
Sandherr ami Lieut. -Col. Henry played 
with the minister of war, and even that 
Gen. Gonz, assistant chief of the head- 
quarters stall' of the intelligence depart- 
ment, kept from the latter just what he 
plensed. . 

Then Labori proceeded to deal with 
the Panizssardi despatch and bring out 
the contradictory translations of it and 
the falseness of the final version. After 
hearing Gen. Mercier and Gen. Chanoine 
on the subject, Col. Jouauste declared 
the court would rule the despatch out of 
the evidence. 

The examination of Gen. Mercier hav- 
ing been concluded, Col. Jouauste asked 
Dreyfus if he had anything to say, and 
the prisoner, in a culm voice, replied to 
Mereier's statement that he (Dreyfus) 
could have obtuiued the information 
about thi' artillery promised in the bor- 
dereau while staying at Bourges, where 
tile artillery trials were being held- 
Dreyfus entered into an explanation as 
to how he spent his time, showing that 
he could not inform himself about the 
trials of the new gun brake. 

(Jen. Risbourg recounted what ('apt. 
Lebrun Renault said about Dreyfus, and 
tliis brought the latter to his feet, and 
be pointed out thai (he Captain shook 
him by the hand when he returned to the 
prison, which is at variance with whal 
(!en. Risbourg recounted. " Moreover," 
continued Dreyfus, "when a frightful 
charge has been banging over a man s 
head for five years, people ought not to 
talk of convictions, but should bring 
proofs, otherwise I cease to understand 
the matter." This indignant protest 
caused a deep sensation in court. Con- 
tinuing, Dreyfus proceeded totally to 
deny the story that he had made a con- 
fession to Capt. Lebrun Renault. 

The remainder of the sitting was 
taken up with the deposition of minor 
witnesses, mostly M. Bcaurepalre's pup- 
pets, whose evidence, when it did not 
bore the audience, produced merriment. 

Two interesting scenes, however, took 
place— first, when M. Labori asked Gen. 
Roget to give his opinion of Esterhazy's 
role and bis visit to the German embassy 
on October 23, 1807. 

Roget replied in a tone of studied dis- 
dain, which he habitually adopts towards 
counsel for the defence: " I absolutely 
refuse to tell you." M- Labori warmly 
insisted, but the president of the court 
crushed him with the curt refusal even 
to allow Gen. Roget to respond. 

The second scene was between Labori 
and Jouauste after the. deposition of the 
royalist deputy, De Grand Maison, 
which consisted of a clap-trap tirade 
against foreigners intervening in the af- 
fair, and tittle-tattle outside the case, 
delivered in grandiloquent style, with a 
peroration worthy of an election har- 
angue, ending with the preposterous 
words addressed to the judges: " If you 
think Dreyfus innocent, acquit him, but 
if you decide he is guilty, you must pro- 
nounce bis condemnation." The deputy 
accompanied this instruction to the 
court with sweeping gestures, and 
turned to leave the stage amid roars of 
laughter from the audience, which drew 
a fierce stage-villain look from him, that 
again convulsed the court. 

M. Labori, however, called the deputy 
back. He wanted to examine several of 
De Grand Maison's statements, but Col. 
Jouauste refused to allow the questions 
to be put, at which the counsel became 
trenie ndously indignant, 'insisted upon 
his right to do so. and a warm alterca- 
tion ensued between the president and 
counsel. The former, however, main- 
tained bis deeisi which was indisput- 

ablv unfair to Dreyfus, and Labori sat 
down, gagged and boiling over with in- 
dignation, which feeling was shared by a 
majority of the people in court. 

The court adjourned for the day at 
11:45 a.m. 



of the first document in the dossier, 
which convinced the court of the prison- 
er's guilt." 

At this point M. Labori said he would 
like to confront Colonel Maurel with 
Captain Frevstatter, another of the 
judges at the court martial of 1S94, but 
Fr.'ystatter was not present, and Colonel 
Maurel promised to wait ll few days, 
and give the Captain an opportunity of 
attending. 

A lively incident followed. M. La- 
bori having asked leave to interrogate 
General Mercier, the government com- 
missary, Major Carriere took the occas- 
ion to remark that while counsel had the 
right to ask questions, he had no business 
to draw deductions, lo which the lawyer 
dryly replied that he had always acted 
wiiii a full knowledge of the restrictions 
imposed upon counsel, nnd that he had 
no need of lessons from Major Carriere, 
.'i nd would not ricccpt them. 

General Mercier was then recalled, and 
it was noted that ho wore his uniform, 
for 'he first time during the trial. The 
Impiession thereby created "was that the 
General, expecting a hot cross-examina- 
tion, thought that his uniform would, per- 
haps, protect him. 

M. Labori said he desired to know if 
General Mercier admitted ordering Col. 
Maurel to communicate secret documents 
to the court martial of 1894. 

General Mercier- I know I did not 
have the right lo (five formal orders to 
thai effect, but 1 gave Maurel orders 
in M manner sufficiently clear. 

Replying to questions, the General 
said that when Dreyfus was arrested be 
knew of no other proof against him than 

the bordereau. 

There were, therefore, only suspicions, 
but il was urgently necessary not to lose 
time in arresting him. in order to stop 
the treasonable practices. 

M. Labori asked Colonel Jouauste to 
secure the evidence of M. Pappilc and 
the editor or La Libre Parole, in regard 
to the letter in which the name of Drey- 
fus was disclosed :is that of the officer 
arrested foe espionage. As Colonel Jou- 
auste hesitated, M. Labori insisted upon 
I he necessity for an examination of the 
letter, "in order to reach the truth 
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Day's Evidence In Detail. 

Rennea, Aug- 24- When Colonel Mau- 
rel, president of the court martial of 
1804 was on the stand to-day. after 
saving that he only desired to 
speak of matters opon which 
his recollection was cfear, lie pro- 
proceeded to declare that he 
had nothing to say in regard lo the evi- 
dence of M. Charavay, M. Teyseniuer 
or M. Pelletier, bit he added M. Bctil- 
lou's testimony appealed to the eyes and 
minds of the judges. It had been said 
that the judges dfd not understand ft, 
but that was not Jruo. Regarding the 
evidence given at the court martial of 
lfW4, witness said he considerad Du Patj 
de Clam had only given the court a cir> 
euruspect repetition of his report, while 
the late Lieutenant Colonel Henry's evi- 
dence would have been more forcible If 
less exaggerated. At the same time. 
Maurel continued, he believed Henry had 
spoken without hatr*';! or passion. Tho 
prisoner's altitude at} the trial was cor- 
rect and calm. His repeated denials and 
protests were faf from astonishing the 
witnesses; they seemed perfectly natu- 
ral. The only "letter handed to Colonel 
Maurel during the i-onrse of tho trial 
was wot brought b> Colonel Picqunrt. 
The i.'trer, moreover, was returned the 
same evening I he officer wbo brought 
it.

Resuming Ids examination of General 
Mercier, M. Labori asked him several 
questions as to why he at first asserted 
the date of the bordereau to be the 
month of April. General Mercier said 
that in 180-1 be was only acquainted with 
the general reasons • which existed for 
believing Dreyfus guilty, and had not 
paid attention to the details. The Gen- 
eral refused to reply to any furl her 
questions. For instance, he declined to 
tay whether he had examined the proofs 
against Dreyfus, 

M. Labori — In short, you considered 
it in the nature of a sensational move to 
have Dreyfus prosecuted and sentenced. 
Did you examine previously (he charges 
against Dreyfus? 

General Mercier— 1 only examined the 
nature of the documents betrayed. 

M. Labori — Was it not necessary for 
that purpose to fix the dates of the bar 
dereau? 

General Mercier— I did not think so. 
Further, I declare M. Labori is discuss- 
ing the whole trial of 1S04. That may 
have some interest from a historical 
point of view. But since the court of 
cassation quashed the judgment, it seems 
to mo it is not for us now to revert to 
the various features of that trial 

M. Labori pointed out the contradic- 
tions in the evidence of the officers of 
headquarters staff, regarding the import- 
ance and nature of the contents of the 
bordereau, and naked General Mercier 
where Dreyfus could have obtained par- 
ticulars about the pneumatic brake. Mer 
ceier then said he thought Dreyfus might 
have had cognizance of the brake at 
Bourges, adding: "In any case he had 
a better chance to obtain such knowledge 
than Fsterhazy could possibly have 
had." 

M. Labori— General Mercier says 
Dreyfus might have hud cognizance. 1 
desire to emphasize that expression. Wi 
shall now prove Dreyfus could not Itavi 
had cognizance of the brake. 

Counsel proceeded to demonstrate how 
rigorously the secret of the construction 
of the brake was guarded, and asked 
why in 180-1 the charges regarding tin 
Roblin Melinite shells wove not dwelt 
npnn. 

General Mercier— That arises from th 
simple fact that it was not known until 
1805 or 1807 that information on (he 
subject was being divulged. The e.\ 
islence of treachery in regard to the dif 
Krlbution of heavy artillery among th 
army corps was unknown until 1805. 

The passages-at-arms between M. La 
bori and General/ Mercier were- followed 
with the keenest interest. Both men 
were wary nnd mutually suspicious of 
each oilier, and there was considerabli 
acerbity,. Colonel Jouauste at times find 
ing difficulty in preventing the discussion 
from wandering outside legal paths, 

Continuing, M. Labori asked why 
General Mercier did not have a report 
prepared regarding the confessions Drey 
fus is alleged lo have made to Captain 
Lebrun' ReDawIt. 

Mercier — The question of the eonfi 
sion was of no importance, as a revision 
of the ease seemed impossible 

Labori*— What does General Mercier 
think of Fsterliazy and the part he 
played ?' 

Mercfert- I db>no1 know Fsterliazy. and 
I do not lliinfi about him at all 

Labori— Diil vou know him at hfc» trial 
in 1808?- 

Mercier No. 

JounirstO - l.Vucral' Mercier was not 
minister of war then. 

Labori'- This is most interesting: Con 
eral Mercier ifeeliirea be knows nothing 
of the trial of rNOS. 

Xtercievt— 1 know nothing of it. 1' lenvi 
KBttl to the court martial which tried 
Baterhnay. I have only to answer in 
court for my acts, and I refuse you tin 
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right to question me about my thoughts. 

Colonel Jouauste, addressing M. La- 
bori, said: "You are reverting to the 
videncc of General Mercier." 
Labori— My object in interrogating the 
witness is to revert lo his evidence. 

Mercier— 1 protest against the word 
"interrogating," for I am not a prisou- 
(Interrognting in French law, gen- 
erally applies ■ • the examination of an 
accused persi .. by a magistrate). 

M. Labori 't is not a question of in- 
terrogating. I used the word in the most 
respectful sense. Will General Mercier 
say what he means by the charge pre- 
ferred against the partisans of Dreyfus 
of having spent 35,000,000 francs. What 
was this sum used for. The amount is 
simply ridiculous. 

Mercier- I might jus! as well ask 

you. 

Labori— Do you mean to suggest that 
il was spent in advertisements and in 
buying consciences? 

Mercier— 1 say nothing whatever. 

Counsel next wished to know why the 
bordereau was communicated to' the 
court martial of 1SD-1, when it was con- 
sidered impossible to show the other doc- 
uments of the secret dossier. 

General Mercier— Because the border- 
e.Mi was not dated or signed, and its place 
of origin could be concealed. 

M. Labori pointed out that the place of 
origin had been mentioned in court, and 
then asked for explanations in regard to 
the perpetration of the 1894 forgery. 
The cross-examination of Gen. Mercier 
became more and more heated and so 
rapid that it was dilllcull to follow. As 
the questions of counsel touched upon 
the secret dossier and a certain document 
in blue pencil, Gen. Gonz Gen. Koget, 
M. Gribelin and Major Lauth also parti- 
cipated in the discussion, which almost 
degenerated into a wrangle. The com- 
missary, Major Carriere, protested 
against such discussion, and Ool. 
Jouauste ordered silence. 

The commissary said an attempt was 
being made to show that there was a 
fresh forgery which was used for pur- 
poses of comparison, to which M. Labori 
retorted that Major Carriere was mis- 
taken. The tendency of his cross-exam- 
ination was only to demonstrate the 
truth. 

Major Lauth said he believed a clue 
to the blue pencil document existed be- 
fore the trial of 180-L and M. Labori 
asked why in that case it was not pro- 
duced at the trial, since- it incriminated 
tJie prisoner. 

Gen. Mercier said he did not know of 
this clue, and Major Lauth disclaimed 
all responsibility in the matter, as he was 
not connected with the preliminary in- 
quiry. Gen. Gonz said the document 
had been in the possession of Col. Sand- 
herr, and it was by him placed in the 
secret dossier for comparison with other 
papers. M. Labori asked for explana- 
tions in regard to the commentary on the 
secret dossier, and Gen. Mercier admit- 
ted he destroyed it in 1807. 

Gen. Gonz, who was examined on the 
same subject, declared that it was by 
order of Gen. Do Boisdeffre that he re- 
turned the commentary to Gen. Mercier. 

Answering another question, Mercier 
said the Panizzardi telegram was not 
communicated to the court-martini of 
1S!)4. He was ordered by Gen. De Bois- 
delTre to include it in the secret, dossier. 
(Sensation). Counsel next discussed the 
three-page document claiming that tho 
false reading of the Panizzardi telegram 
was to make it point directly to Dreyfus 
as the traitor. 

Mercier asked to be allowed to con- 
verse with Gen. Chanoine before at- 
tempting to explain. Gen. Chanoine 
thereupon advanced and explained about 
the document, which bad been handed to 
him by Gen. Mercier. He said he dis- 
covered inaccuracies and resolved not to 
use it. Gen. Mercier acknowledged the 
accuracy of Gen. Chanoino's statement, 
adding that it was Col. Du Paty de 
Clam who had siren him the document. 

Counsel had the document re-read, and 
ofTered the two versions of the two tele- 
grams of November 2, one designating 
Dreyfus us communicating documents 
to Germany. M. Labori. pointing out 
that M. Paleologue of the foreign of- 
fice denied that the minister of foreign 
affairs had communicated this version, 
asked why General Mercier had received 
il through' Du Paty de Clam. 

Ar this juncture General Roget mount- 
ed the platform and expressed surprise

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Dreyfus Speaks Up

nt "ihis i 1 1 1 controverny resumed." 
(Cries of "Oh! oh!"J The Gem-nil ask- 
ed that Major Ma ton, who nssistnl in de- 
ciphering the telegram, be pd'ilod, and 
counsel protested against t he applica- 
bility of the word "idle" to any Ques- 
tions he thoifglit nropei to llsk. 

General Ckanoine .said he communicat- 
ed the document to General Itoget, while 
enjoining absolute privacy. When ask- 
ed ir he accepted responsibility for the 
document, General Chanoiuc replied in 
the nltlriuiitive, adding, however, the 
admission that he had made a mistake. 

Colonel Jouj.nste intimated that the 
uourt ought to take no notice of the 
•document in tjuestion. 

Dreyfus lien: gave a detailed story ot 
•tow he employed his time nt Bourses in 
October, 1880, and February, 1890. He 
said: 

"1 wm promoted captain Sept( inher 
12, 1889, nnd remained at Bourges 
from October, 1889, to February, 581)0, 
when the written examinations at the 
military college took place. 1 was then 
«allcd to Paris, obtained two months' 
leave, and was married in April. I 
spent four mouths at Bourges. As I was 
preparing for examination, I had no 
time to go to cafes, or to think of any- 
thing outside of my duties." 

This was iu reply to General Mer- 
ger's assertion that he could have learn- 
ed the secrets of the pneumittic brake 
there. 1 

General Risbourg, who wits command- 
er of the Republican guard in Paris in 
1894, was the next witness. He de- 
scribed the scene with Captain Lebrun 
Renault when the witness learned of 
Dreyfus' alleged confessions to Captain 
Lebrun Renault the day after the pris- 
oner's degradation. In conclusion, the 
General eulogised the services of Lebrun 
Renault, and said that before the inci- 
dent of the confession there was nothing 
against him. He was an excellent olll- 
eer and a good comrade, and incapable 
of injuring any one. 

After being asked t'ho usual question, 
Dreyfus protested against General Ris- 
bonrg's evidence. "I am surprised," 
the prisoner said, "that Captain Lebrun 
Renault could have made the statements 
attributed to him. On the way from the 
prison La Saute Captain Lebrun Ren- 
ault shook hands with me, a fact which 
is in contradiction with his statement. 
Besides, when such a terrible charge 
•as been hanging over a man who has 
resisted it for five years), witnesses should 
not come here; merely to speak their be- 
liefs, but ought to bring positive proofs. 
Otherwise, I am completely nonplussed 
as to how I can reply." 

Continuing, Dreyfus said: "Reference 
was also made to confessions. I will 
state the exact terms of the so-called 
confessions of mine. The day Copt. 
I>ebrun Renault and 'I were in the room 
together I said to him: ' I am innocent. 
I will declare it and face the whole 
people. That is the cry of my con- 
science. You know that cry. I re- 
peated it all through the torture of ;uiy 
degradation.' Afterwards I added, re- 
ferring to the visit of Du Paty de Clam, 
'The minister is well aware that I am 
innocent.' What I meant to intimate 
was that I had npprised the minister in 
response to steps Du Paty de Clam had 
taken against mo, that I was innocent. 
I>u Paty de Clam visited me nnd asked 
for information. I replied to him: "I 
am innocent, absolutely.' I replied 
Terbally to Du Paty de Clam, and in 
writing to the minister, that I was per- 
fectly innocent. That was what I 
■leant by the words, 'The ministry is 
well aware that I am innocent.' . Then 
I reverted to the visit of Du Paty de 
Clnm and said to Capt. Lebrun Renault: 
' Du Paty de Clam asked me if I had 
not given documents of no importance in 
•rder to obtain others iu exchange. I 
replied that not only was I absolutely 
innocent, but that I desired the whole 
■tatter should be cleared up. Then I 
added I hoped that within two or three 
years my innocence would be established. 
I told D u Paty de Clam that I wanted 
full light on the matter, that an injury 
had been done, and that it was impos- 
sible for the government to fail to use its 
influence to discover the whole truth. 
' The government,' I said, ' has meant 
either through the military attaches or 
through diplomatic channels to reach the 
truth.' I also said: 'It is awful that 
a soldier should be convicted of such a 
frightful crime- Consequently it seems 
to me, as I only ask for the truth and 
light, that the government should use all 
the means at its disposal to secure that 
light-' Du Pnty.de Clam replied: 'There 
are interests nt stake higher than yours, 
and these channels cannot be employed.' 
Me added, however, that the inquiries 
would he continued. It was on the 
strength of Du Paty de Clam's promise 
to try what means could be found to 
reach the truth of this awful crime that 
I said I hoped that in two or three years 
my innocence would be proved, for Du 
Paty de Clam told me that the investi- 
gation would he of the most delicate 
■ ature, and could not be undertaken im- 
mediately. I think 1 have expressed 
my whole mind. 'If you still have any 
doubt I ask you, my Colonel, to present 
it to me." The prisoner's remarks 
deeply impressed his hearers. 

At the request of M. Demange, Con. 
Mercier was recalled and asked to ex- 
plain why, having sent Du Paty de Clam 
to Dreyfus to discover the amount of in- 
jury Dreyfus bad done, he had not fol- 
lowed up his investigations. 

Gen. Mercier— 1 did not feel called 
■pon to do fiO- 

Ool. Jouauste— ^General, why, when 
yon were apprised of the confession, did 
you not send some one to Dreyfus to try 
to get ft substantiation and discover 
what he had not told Du Paty <le 
•Clam? 

Gen. Mercier — Dreyfus had written me 
that he refused to discuss the confessions 
•with Du Paty de Glum, and I took nfl 
fnrther steps. 

■Col. Jouauste— But since the prisoner 
seemed to have been making avowals of 
his guilt, why did you ■not follow the 
matter up} 

Gen. Mercier — I might [perhaps have 
thought of it, but it did not occur to me. 

The prisoner protested that the inquiry 
•ought, to have been followed up, " be- 
muse It would have served to destroy the 
fiction of a confession to which such 
'importance Is now attached." (Sensa- 
tion). Continuing, Dreyfus said: " Will 
jyou permit me, my Colonel, to make a 
email rranark with reference to the fic- 
tion of my confessions? I remained is 
the prison of La Saute for two or three 
weeks, and saw M. Demange during (hat 
period, and also then and while I was 
at the He Sc Rerc I wrote the minister 
of war and others. I believe the letters 
T wrote are contained in the secret dos- 
sier. I believe I also wrote to the head 
of the state. How is it I was never 
asked nhout the legend of my confession 
that I was In a position to destroy Im- 
mediately? I never heard a word of if. 
It was only four years later, in January, 
1800, when Interrogated by the commis- 
sioners sent by the court of cassation, 
that I beard of this fiction. What I do

LAST EDMONTON TRAILERS. 

Steamer Strathconn Has Gone to 
Wrangel For Rest of Victims. 

The good old Cottage City appears to 
have fallen into the bad 'habits of the 
Queen with regard to shunning the day- 
light during her brief visits to Victoria, 
for it was well towards midnight when 
she docked on the down trip last night. 
Her passengers were chielly excursion- 
ists who had made the round voyage, 
and the two or three coming from the 
great interior bad been fellow-passengers 
up the river with those who reached 
Seattle by the Humboldt several days 
ago, the llyer of Dodwell & Co.'s flag 
having started south the same day that 
the Cottnge City left Skagway to com- 
plete her calls at Sitka and Juneau.

iu his "Polite Conversation" Dean Swift 
lias the extraordinary remark: "Lord! I 
wonder what fool It was that first Invent- 
ed kissing." The fallacy in this saying 
is the attributing of the Invcntioii to u 
fool, for ir he was a fool he was 11 very 
wise one Indeed to Invent a t lilriK for which 
so ninny men have paid so much. Only the 
other day an estimable young man of Pater- 
son, N, J., a town noted for Its peaceful 
and commercial ways, fell upon the neck 
nt' a passing maiden, and, much to ber sur- 
prle and dismay, kissed her three times on 
the mouth. The young woman, who placed 
a secret value on the privacy of her lips, 
bad the young man seized by a minion of 
the law and haled before a justice on a 
charge of assuult and battery. 

And at this point the young man made 
It appear that he had Binned, If sinned be 
bad, with deliberation and, well, It can 
liardly be called malice, but something or 
other aforethought. He said that he had 
carefully calculated that, If he kissed that 
girl without telling her that he was going 
to do so, he would be arrested. He fur- 
thermore said that he had calculated that 
he wold be lined $S, and he hail also cal- 
culated that It would be worth the money. 
Hut he argued that it wits not assault and 
battery. lie held that at the worst he 
was, guilty only of disorderly conduct. The 
young lady, however, adhered to her con- 
tention that It was assault and battery, 
and the learned Justice agreed with her, 
and lined the young man for that. Hut the 
line was only ?5, and In so far the youug 
man may be said to have triumphed. 

The case establishes a dangerous prece- 
dent. Iu the first place there Is not a girl 
in the land who will agree with that 
eminent New Jersey Justice that if.'i Is a fair 
price for three of her kisses, even though 
when taken by assault, ('yules may argue 
that a girl ought to be willing to let them 
go at that price so loug as she had the 
opportunity to pose us giving unwillingly 
that which she was glad to have taken. 
But the truth Is that the average girl 
prefers to give a kiss freely. The Judge 
ought to have decided that the kisses were 
worth not less than $10 each, and that 
the act of prevcnlng the girl from giving 
t hem was worth at least double that. Such 
a decision would have discouraged the prac- 
tice of klssluj; the passing maiden un- 
awares. It would also have encouraged 
the gratuitous bestowal of kisses. 

It might also have suggested to the young 
mau the utter uselessness of his misde- 
meanor.

A CANADIAN KANSAS. 

The NeWB-Advertiser says that the 
opposition represents " class sectional- 
ism " and predicts that on an appeal to 
the people the government would win 
several seats in Victoria " by virtue of 
its progressive and popular social 
policy." For some time there has been 
evidence that Mr. Cotton intended to 
commit Mr. Semlin to socialism— that is, 
to an attempt to control business inter- 
ests by legislation and set up a govern- 
jnent which would have a censorship of 
men's private affairs. There was in 
some quarters a disposition to attribute 
the socialistic tendency of recent legis- 
lation and administration to Mr. Martin. 
The Colonist always held this to be u 
mistake and claimed that the .present 
government was only giving effect to 
the socialistic ideas which had been 
championed by Mr. Cotton and his asso- 
ciates while in opposition. Since the 
resignation of Mr. Martia this has been 
shown in a most conspicuous manner by 
the utterances of the News-Advertiser. 
First we had it falsely asserting that a 
conspiracy existed on the part of certain 
rich men to supplant white labor 
British Columbia by introducing 
Orientals in large numbers, and row we 
have the same paper declaring 1 that i 
is the social character of the govern 
ment's policy which will ensure it popu 
Jar support. 

It is well that the people or British 
Columbia should understand the position 
of Mr. Cotton and his colleagues. They 
can have uo desire to see these gentle- 
men convert this province, into a Cana- 
dian Kansas. Socialism got the up] 
hand in Kansas a few years ago, and 
the immediate result was the prompt 
withdrawal of* capital. It was not 
simply that men controlling money re- 
fused to invest in the state,' but invest- 
ments were withdrawn as rapidly as 
they could he realized upon. The tirst 
people to feel the pressure were the 
small property holders whose homes 
were mortgaged. The effect upon 
them was disastrous. They Were cum 
polled to take up their overdue mort 
gages, and when they were 'unable t< 
do so legal proceedings were commenced 
in order to prevent the security from 
being tampered with by socialistic legis- 
lation. Millions upon millions were 
taken out of the state, the amount being 
limited, as was afterwards staled in a 
gubernatorial message, only by the abil- 
ity of creditors to compel debtors to pay. 
What caused capital to take alarm was 
not the legislation actually enacted, hut 
the fear that mischievous legislation 
would be placed on the statute book. 
Once let it become known abroad that 
the province is in the hands of men 
whose ideas are socialistic, and a verit- 
able panic will be eaUBed, which will 
uieon disaster to thousands and sol 
British Columbia far back on the road 
of progress. 

It is the first duty of every patriotic 
voter to rescue it from the bauds of these 
wreckers- British Columbia has no 
need for the experiments of social agitat- 
ors, and the News-Advertiser is exhibit- 
ing a great wickedness in seeking to stir 
up class against class and to make 
socialism the key-noto of the next pro- 
vincial campaign. Harm will he done 
immediately. Let lit once become known 
that the people are to be called upon to 
pronounce whether they will hand the 
province over to socialists anil tbeir 
tribe, and business will receive a terrible 
blow. Investors will hold aloof until 
the issue has been decided, and if victory 
should rest with the demagogues, there 
■will at once begin the withdrawal of 
capital. In the meantime a stop will he 
put to all chances for new investments. 
The situation is extremely serious. Of 
one thing we feel very sure, runnely that 
if Lieutenant-Governor Metniies hail for 
;i moment imagined that in calling Mr. 



Semlin to the premiership he was hand- 
ing the province over to become the ex- 
perimenting ground of Bocial agitators, 
he would never have done so.

A CONFESSION OF DEFEAT; 

The .News-Advertiser made in its issue 
of the 2:ir<J inst. what was substantially 
a confession that the government is in a 
minority, it admits that the opponents 
of the government are sufficiently num- 
erous to mist it, but says that they are 
not united, ll further says that the op- 
position ran only succeed by placing 
themselves -in the hands of Messrs. Mar- 
tin and Higgins and whatever following 
these gentlemen can respectively secure.'' 1 
Here Is an admission that these gentle- 
men may be able to secure a following. 
We do not like to use the word in regard 
to any member o£ the house without his 
consent, but it is admitted that Messrs. 
Mncpherson and Helgcsen arc prepared, 
to range themselves with Messrs. Martin 
ami Higgins. The government is, there- 
fore, in a minority, according to the 
showing of its own organ. The Province 
admits this, anil in the course ef an ex- 
ceedingly moderate article claims that 
the defection of his followers does not 
prove Mr. Semlin has lost the coniidcncc 
of the people, ami inquires if it would 
not be open to him to ask tlint the issue 
between him and bis supporters should 
be tried out by the electorate. Undoubt- 
edly Mr. Semlin lias the right to ask this 
of the Lieutenant-Governor, but the fact 
thai his supporters claim that the request 
ought lo be acceded to is an indication 
that they concede his defeat in the house. 
It remains wholly with the Lieutenant- 
Governor to say if lie will grant Mr. 
Semlin a dissolution, and we can readily 
suppose, that this is a matter that has 
already received His Honor's considera- 
tion. It is a subject to which he must 
give a good deal of thought, for ini- 
portitnt results turu upon the conclusion 
which he may roach, We suggest that 
the course which he would be most likely 
to take would be to request Mr. Semlin 
to call the house together in curly ses- 
sion, anil that he will lie governed a 
good deal by the result of the division 
by which tbo government is defeated. 
One thing that His Honor must realize 
is that according to their own newspaper 
organs his advisers no longer command 
a majority of the bouse. They have 
confessed their defeat. Another thing we 
think may be taken for granted, namely, 
that he will not grant Mr. Semlin a dis- 
solution to try conclusions with his own 
supporters, as the Province suggests.

COLUMBIA MOV EM E NT. 

Government papers taunl the Colonist 
with not specifying by name those whom 
it expects to take the leadership of affairs 
after the present government is de- 
Tented. It will be time enough to men- 
tion names when those to whom the new 
government will have Lo look for support 
have selected their leaders. We can 
tell our critics one thing, and thai is that 
the movement for good government will 
not be checked by any discord among 
the opposition and its allies over indi- 
viduals. The new movement is dis- 
tinctively a British Columbia movement. 
It is .not being engineered in the interest 
of any political combination or locality. 
Iu headquarters are not in Victoria any 
more thnn in Vancouver. It wib draw- 
its strength from Kooteuay quite as 
largely proportionately as from Vancou- 
ver Island- The new movement will 
give effect to the sentiment of the people 
of nil parts of the province, It will lead 
firsl to the installation in office of men 
who can command the confidence of 
every part of the province, and next to 
the inauguration of a policy which will 
meet with the approval of all sections. 

The fruit of the policy, which prevailed 
during the years previous to the dis- 
missal of the Turner ministry, has 'been 
the creation of a new British Columbia, 
which jji population overshadows the 
Island, which for so long a time iu the 
history of the province occupied the first 
place. For j*urs the centre of political 
influence was necessarily on the Island. 
Now there is no such centre; The at- 
tempt to make Vancouver such a centri 
has failed, and largely because the people 
of Vancouver had too much good sense 
to be misled into such an egregious blun- 
der. Some hasty individuals have 
urged that Kootenay ought to seine the 
present, opportunity to claim this place, 
hut we venture the prediction that the 
time bus gone by when any locality in 
the province can occupy the position in 
respect to polities, which until the period 
of recent Mainland development Victoria 
held by the very force of circumstances. 

We hope to see u new government in 
olllco before more than a few months 
have passed, a government to-wards the 
fornmtion of which the best counsel and 
advice available in every section of the 
province will contribute, a government 
which will give us n new date in British 
Columbia politics. It is time to bury the 
issues Ihiit hove been 'V BUbJiJct of con- 1 



tention heretofore. The new government 
should have no other legacy from that 
of Mr. Turner than the task of supple- 
menting by new measures the principle of 
provincial development to which Mr. 
Turner was committed. It should have 
no legacy from Mr. Semlin other than 
the task of correcting the blunders made 
under his regime. There is too much to 
he done iu British Columbia to permit 
any time and public energy to be wasted 
in harking back to old issues and lighting 
over again old political battles. The 
face of the province is towards the 
future. This is, or ut least it ought to 
be, a progressing province. New people 
are coming in steadily; new industries 
are being established; new iutlueuces 
are gaining strength; new necessities 
are arising. It would be impossible to 
return to old conditions if any one 
wanted to, and no one wants to. The 
people of Victoria look with pride and 
pleasure upon the growing importance 
of the Mainland, and it is their just 
boast that their public men. were far- 
sighted enough to pursue a line of policy 
which made the development of the 
Mainland possible. They are no more 
sectional now than they were when 
they supported the government of the 
day in the measures which opened Koot- 
enay by railways from the Canadian 
Pacific to the south. They are no more 
sectional to-day than they were when 
they supported the government in 'seek- 
ing to develop the northern part of the 
province. When. the day comes to form 
a new government they will be found to 
be wholly above sectionalism, and to be 
ready to unite with the people of the 
Mainland in putting in office a strong 
British Columbia government, which will 
have only one object, namely the promo- 
tion of the welfare of the people of this 
great province. This is where Victoria 
stands, and we believe its attitude will 
meet with the hearty approval of the 
very great majority of the voters every- 
where. We believe that this is also the 
real sentiment of Vancouver, and that 
all over the province the feeling is grow- 
ing that the time has come to enst the 
mantle of oblivion over old issues and 
unite in a grand British Columbia move- 
ment.

The time is fast approaching when the 
number of big mines operating on Van- 
couver Island will be largely increased. 
Almost every week reports are received 
of rich finds along the West Coast and 
In other districts tributary to Victoria. 
But it has been left for Mr. John 
Braden, e.\-M. P. P., and Mr. Keith 
Wilson to make the discovery that will 
place this Island on the same footing as 
Kootenay, if not on a higher plane as a 
mining country. For the better part of 
■i quarter of a century Mr. Braden has 
been making periodical visits to the in- 
terior of the Island, first in search of 
game and afterwards as a prospector. 
As early as 1875 while on a hunting ex- 
pedition he found a ledge of free-milling 
ore, the value of which he did not know 
at the time. When he became interested 
in mining he had the samples which he 
had brought in assayed, and found that 
they went $2,000 to the ton. Since the 
assay slip was handed to him -Mr. 
Braden lias been searching for the ledge, 
but so far without success. However, 
he says that he will continue in his en- 
deavors as long as he is spared. 

Mr. Keith Wilson having heard of 
Mr. Braden's trips was anxious to ac- 
company him, and in fact did so. They 
went down to the Gordon river district 
and ascended that stream for about 1- 
miles, Mr. Braden having oh a previous 
trip found some galena float, and being 
desirous of finding the ledge from which 
it came They were successful even be- 
yond expectations, the ledge which they 
found being at least 40 feet in width 
and carrying galena from wall to wall, 
mpst of it solid galena and all the ore 
being streaked with it. The foot-wall 
is porphyry and the hanging wall quartz- 
ite. One assay made showed the ore to 
be 00 per cent, lend, besides carrying 
113 ounces in silver and $137 in gold to 
the ton. This was the best assay, the 
others varying, but even the lowest 
showing 00 per cent, lead, ounces in 
silver and $1.50 in gold. 

This is the first find of a large deposit 
of galena on Vancouver Island, and that 
it is a large deposit will be better under- 
stood when it is stated that in the Koot- 
enay country a ledge one or two feet in 
width is considered a very good one. 
Messrs. Braden and Wilson staked off 
several claims, and other claims have 
been staked by those who came after. 
Four men were put to work on the 
property and a trench was blasted across 
the face of the ledge, exposing it. When 
this showed the extent and value of the 
deposit, the owner of an adjoining claim 
who had not spent a cent on his property 
refused an offer of $10,000 for it. 

The ledge is in a gulch on the Gordon 
river, just 12 miles from salt water. 
Float from it has been traced for live 
miles, and Mr. Rrnden is confident, that 
it is the greatest deposit or galena in the 
whole province. There is an abundance 
of water power in the vicinity, any 
amount of wood for fuel, and the coun- 
try from the mouth of the river is level, 
and there nre few difficulties to be en- 
countered by road-builders. The ore. .too, 
is easy to work, the four men who 
blasted the trench not having to sharpen 
a drill during the three weeks that they 
were at work.

It Is stated positively, us a fact no longer 
to be disputed, that Mr. Mncpherson, a 
Vancouver member of the legislature, has 
deelared himself as an opponent of the gov- 
ernment. He was elected us a supporter, 
and throughout the only session that has 

I n held voted steadily to maintain it. 

It Is only a short time ago that Mr. Martin 
ceased to be a member of the government; 
he says now that he will take the earliest 
occasion to move a want of confidence, Mr, 
Lllgglns, another former supporter, Is uut- 
spoken In denouncing the government. Here 
we have the defection of three members 
of the ministerial party. When the House 
prorogued there wore twenty-two minis- 
terialists. Including the Speaker, and six- 
teen members of the opposition; these de- 
fections Increase the voting strength of the 
oposltion to nineteen, or exactly one-half 
the House. With a ministerialist In the 
chair, the government are left In the mi- 
nority of one. It Is claimed that Mr. 
Prentice, of the East Hiding of Llllooet, 
another ministerial member, is disquali- 
fied from taking his seat aC the next ses- 
sion without another enabling act, but for 
our present needs it Is not necessary to 
Insist on this. 

A year ago His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor scanned the newspapers and lis- 
tened to the political gossip of the day, 
concluding from all he rend and heard that 
the Turner government had not carried the 
country and must therefore be dismissed. 
It was Impossible, he argued, to counten- 
ance a government wno could not meet 
the legislature with a majority. • Is H1b 
Honor equally alert In studying the situa- 
tion of to-day? If he is, he must see that 
his present advisers are without a majority 
In the House. The evidence of this Is much 
clearer than It was In the case of the Tur- 
ner government. To-day there can be no 
doubt; a year ago there was room for a 
very grent deal. To day the members are 
standing up in the light, after having de- 
clared themselves, and may be eonted as 
clared themselves, and may be counted as 
white in one row and red In the other. A 
year ago no man could say positively how 
all the members would divide; Indeed, all 
the members were not elected when His | 
Honor undertook to decide what the ver- 
dict of the people had been. He judged 
for himself, and concluding from such evi- 
dence as presented Itself, and from what 
lie saw and knew and assumed, that the 
Turner government would be without a 
majority if they met the House, he dis- 
missed them and called In Mr. Semlln to 
form another. 

We are not saying now whether he was 
justified In this, whether he took upon him- 
self more than constitutional practice war- 
ranted. But we do say that If a conscien- 
tious sense of duty compelled bim to take 
the extreme course he did in respect to 
the Turner government, on evidence that 
was both disputable and disputed, there 
can be neither reason nor argument for 
declining to take action when the evidence' 
that his present government are without 
a majority is as plain as the nose on ids 
face. Mr. Semlln has not the support of a j 
majority of the legislature as constituted 
to-day, and if the House were In session f 
would be unable to control legislation or! 
direct the conduct of public affairs. This 
Is a fnct of very grave Importance. Is His 
Honor aware of It? If he Is not he ought 
to he, for the facilities for ascertaining | 
are more easily embraced than were those 
of last August with which lie seemed to ex- 
perience no difficulty whatever. And if 
aware of the fact, It will be curious to 
know what he proposes to do about it. 
Will he (IIhuiIss Mr. Semlln, as he did Mr. 
Turner? We shall not say that he Is eall- 
d upon to do that. But matters political 
and industrial arc in a critical stnte at the 
present moment, very largely If not wholly 
the result of Ills Honor's arbitrary action 
of a year ago. Something Is required to 
relieve the situation, to relax the tenBlon. 
If he will not dismiss his present advisers 
and call In new ones, he should at least 
Insist on an early session of the legisla- 
ture, and compel his First Minister to set- 
tle accounts with it. It would then be 
open to him to give Mr. Semlln n disso- 
lution should he demand It. To go on with 
things as they are now would be a grave 
public scandal. The business Interests of 
the province require that an early period 
should be put to the condition of doubt 
and uncertainty that at present exists. 
Shold Ills Honor decline to take any ac- 
tion, bul content himself with accepting 
a policy of drift, the public judgment will 
be that he is prostituting his high office 
to the designs of scheming minister^, who 
hope to employ Hie remaining five or six 
months of the legislative recess In buying 
lip a majority. No one can desire to have.' 
the Lieutenant-Governor of the province 
subject himself to a suspicion of thai kind.

TDK PEERAGE OP JAPAN. 

Some Facts About the Aristocracy of 
This New Member of the Family 
of Nations. 

Marquise De Fontenoy In St. Louis Riobe- 

Demoerat. 

Inasmuch as Japan has now for the last 
four weeks been admitted to what Is known 
as the western country of nations, nnd 
ranks lu so far as a civilized power that 
it Is no longer subjected to the humiliating 
system of extra-terrltorlality, a few words 
on the subject of Its peerage as now con- 
stituted may prove of timely Interest. We 
are constantly hearing here of Princes, 
Counts and Barons hailing from the Land 
of the Itlslng Sun. Hut no one knows ex- 
actly the value of these titles, either In 
this country or In Europe; at any rate, In 
their application to the Japanese, and In- 
asmuch as the oftleliil Japanese peerage is 
written in Japanese, It Is difficult to obtain 
Information on the subject. 

Japan's House- of Peers to-day comprises 
leu Princes, none of them of Imperial rank; 
tlve-and-twenty Marquesses, eighty Counts, 
So0 Viscounts and a little over 100 Barons. 
The ten Princes comprise the chiefs of the 
former so-called Gosekke families, live In 
number, which In times gone by eonstl- 
. tuted the Immediate entourage of the 
I Mikado In the ancient capital of Kioto. 
The names of the five families in question 
| are the Ichljo, to which the reigning com- 
press belongs, nnd the houses of Ktijo, 
Tnkatsukas'i, Nljo and Konoye. 

In 188.'! the Emperor conferred hereditary 
peerages of princely rank on the families 
of Snnjo, who was his flint premier; upon 
Itvakura, who was the llrst Japanese am- 
! bussudor to the United States; upon Snl- 
! madzu, who previous to the revolution of 
■ 1H(J7 was the reigning Dalnns-of the vassal 
; state of Satsuma; upon the Mori family, 
and last, but not least, upon the illustrious 
i bouse of Tokugawa. 

i It was the Tokugawns, who, for the space 
of 200 years— that Is to say. down to the 
revolution of 1807— monopolized the tem- 
j poral sovereignty of Japan, leaving to t'ae 
j Mikado only the spiritual supremacy, and 
the llrst treaty ever signed between this 
country and Japan was made In the name, 
not of tlie Mikado, but of the Tycoon, the 
I title borne by the head of the then tempor- 
I al ruler, namely. Prince Tokugawa. The 
i revolution of 1807, ns every one knows, 
resulted lu the Mikado recovering temporal 
supremacy, and In the transfer of the Im- 
perial abode from Kioto to Toklo, while 
the Tycoon withdrew Into private life. He 
slid survives, as do likewise his two bro- 
thers, one of whom visited the court of the 
Tuilcrles In lSGli, where he was received 
With Imperial honors, nfterward going on 
to England, the Prince of Wales coming as 
far as Dover to welcome him. The cx- 
Tycoon*s son Is one of the most prominent 
nobles of the House of Lords at Toklo, and 
Is a particular favorite of the Emperor, 
who is a frequent visitor at his palace. 
Both i he Emperor and the Empress, I may 
add, visit the members of these ten prince- 
ly houses, and it Is from among their 
daughters that the rulers of Japan are ex- 
pected to look for their consorts. 

Few people have any idea of the lineage 
and of the length of the unbroken descent 
of some of the princely houses of the old 
aristocracy of Japan. Thus the oldest and 
most Illustrious of all Is that of the Eujl- 
wnra, who trace back their ancestry In an 
unbroken line for 2000 years back to a re~ 
tainer of the founder of the Japanese 
dynasty. Although there are only ten 
princely families thnt are represented In 
the House of Lords, yet there are alongside 
of these at least 120 so-called Kuje fami- 
lies, several of whom trace back their de- 
scent to the lifetime of Christ. Some of 
them were founded by the sons of Emper- 
ors and of the latter's concubines, while 
others owe their origin to famous generals 
and statesmen in the earliest days of 
Japan. 

These Kuje families bear the princely 
title, nnd although unrepresented In the 
Chamber of Veers, constitute what may be 
described ns the cream of Japanese arls- 
tocracy, the kind of "Noble Faubourg" of 
the Toklo world. As a rule, they look 
down upon and decline to consider on a 
footing of equality the Princes Shlmndzu, 
Novl and Tokuwagn, regarding them ns 
mere pnrvenues, owing to their ancestry 
being only a few ceutrles old, Instead of 
counting It by thousands of years. 

With regard to the marquises, of whom 
there are twenty-live, most of them are 
former Dahnlos or great tjirltorlal nobles 
of far less exalted rank than the Kuje fam- 
ilies, but who exercised petty sovereignty 
over their respective provinces, and who 
were the principal supporters of the Ty- 
coon against the Mikado. At the time 
when the House of Peers was created the 
rank conceded to the former daiinios, who 
mny be compared to the feudal nobles of 
mediaeval Europe, was proportioned ac- 
cording to their territorial possessions nnd 
to sacrifices which they had made on be- 
half of the empire. Thus the Dalmlo of 
Satsuma, the most pow.'.-fal and richest fit 
nil, who by his rebellion against the Ty- 
coon had helped the Mikado to recover his 
temporal supremacy, was created a prince, 
whereas Nabeshlma had to be satisfied 
with n marqulsate. The former Duinilo 
or petty ruler of the province of Kngn, a 
name familiar to all collectors of porcelain, 
1b the Marquis Maeda, who remains prob- 
ably the wealthiest nnd the most go-ahead 
member of the Japanese nobility. 

Let me add Incidentally that the Marquis 
Nabeshlma Is today Grand Master of the 
Ceremonies at the Japanese Court, while 
his wife, who dresses according to the 
latest Parisian fashion, is one of the prin- 
cipal assistants of the Empress In the bit- 
ter's recently organized riding club, where 
the ladles of the highest Japanese aris- 
tocracy, who formerly never rode, now are 
becoming adept equestriennes, the Empress 
herself having become a very fine rider. 

Willi regard to the counts, viscounts and 
the barons, l hey are nearly all men belong- 
ing to the former two-swordeil class, thnt 
is to say, to the petty nobility, who by 
service in the state, or by reason of the 
possession of territorial Influence, have 
been accorded seats in the Chamber of 
Peers. 

When T refer above to the peerage of 
Japan, and to there being only ten princes 
and twenty-five marquises, and so on. It 
inusl be thoroughly understood that while 
these occupy seats as such In the House of 
Lords they do not by any manner of means 
constitute the whole aristocracy of Japan. 
In Croat Iirltuin there are lots of nrlsto- 
cruis with blue-blooded and unbroken line 
of ancestry going back to the crusades, 
bul who have no sent in the House of 
Lords. So it is In Japan, and, as I have 
endeavored to show higher up, while there 
are only ten prince')' houseli wli'di nre 
represented by their chiefs sealed In the 
princes' bench In the Chamber of Peers, 
there are considerably over 100 kuge or 
princely families that have no sent In the 
House of Lords, bt which nevertheless 
constitute the cream of the «rl»tocraey of 
Japan.

LIQUID AIR IN SURGERY. 

Dr. A. Campbell White has been ex- 
perimenting with liquid air on the tissues 
of the human body. The results ob- 
tained encourage the belief that it will 
come into extensive use as a local amies- 
thetic, and probably for many other 
medical and surgical purposes. The 
difference in temperature between liquid 
air at ."12 degrees Fahrenheit below zero 
and the human body at 98.6 degrees 
Fahrenheit above zero— over '100 de-

| or two to produce locally the most <?x- 
j treme cold, and but little more than that 
time for the part to regain its tempera- 
' tun 1 . Thus, by repeating the operation 
] several times at short, intervals, great 
stimulation, which is purely local, is ob- 
| tained. Dr. 'While is sanguine as to 
, the use of liquid air in pulmonary dis- 
1 eases, in the reduction of fever, etc. He 
also thinks it reasonable to suppose thai 
the repeated application of liquid air to 
cancerous tissue will arrest the rapid 
and lawless cell multiplication character- 
istic of the cancer tumor growth, and 
effect a recovery, providing no meta- 
stasis takes place. When a spray of 
liquid air is applied to the human skin, 
I he part becomes anaemic and colorless. 
If the spray is applied for only a few 
seconds, the color as quickly comes 
back, and the skin is congested for some 
minutes afterward. A minute's spray- 
ing causes freezing. After this quick 
restoration of the circulation there is no 
injury to the tissues, excepting when 
the liquid is applied at a finger tip or 
some other extremity. An excellent 
' feature of liquid air in surgery is tin; 

absence of hemorrhage, by which its 
' application is accustomed, which enables 
I the operator to apply tile dressing before 
any bleeding sets in, the dressing being 
then sufficient to stop any oozing. Where 
I liquid air is applied too freely the llesli 
j becomes so hard that it is impossible 

■ to make an incision with the scalpel. 

i Dr. White believes that it is better- 
when using it as a local ttnuesthetic— to 
apply it intermittently while the oper- 

' ator' is working, than to try to freeze 
j the part so that it will remain be- 
numbed for any length of time.
